the royal marriage. About a quarter past 
7 o'clock there waa a fearful crash in the 
mob in front of the Mansion house. 
The 


screams and shrieks of the men and women 
were described as appalling. A number 
of persona woro trampled down, and a con- 
siderable time elapsed before their fats 
could be ascertained. Tho Lord Mayor 
and Lady Mayoress witnessed the catastro- 
phe from the decorated" balcony of the 
Mansion house, but nothing could be dqne, 
so great was the rush. Police-constable 
Henley, 485, got hold of one of tho fallen 
women, and with difficulty.got her out.— 
Life, however, was extinct. 
She had been 


trampled to death. She has since been 
identified as Charlotte Donagan, aged 22 
wife of William Douagan, of Fort street 
Spitafields. As the body of tho woman 
was being convoyed to tho Bow-lano police 
station, a child, 12 months old, waa brought 
in by a man, who stated that it had been 
thrown into a court at the Mansion house. 
It proved to be the child of the poor wo 
man. How its life was aaved ia a miracle.

DKKADFUL SUKKKKIXO rN 
f TUB SOUTH.— 


Late news from tho interior represents the 
aufierinfr and destitution of the southern 
people in many localities as far exceeding 
any accounts which have hitherto reached 
us, Tlie people are not only incommoded 
by the lacK of former comforts, but fatniliea 
are actually pinched with a want of the 
actual necessities of life. Wo,learn, on 
undoubted testimony, that a few days ago 
twenty women in Atlanta, Ga., maddened 
with the sight of their starving children at 
home, collected in a body, and broke into 
and plundered several groceries of meat 
and Hour in broad daylight. Deathfl by 
starvation are by no meuns uncommon in 
that region. The whole country has been 
picked bare of everything edible by the 
army and by speculators, who operate in 
connection with the Cflicers of the army. 
These punishments seem severe, but are 
they too severe for people who allowed 
themselves to be precipitated into rebellion 
against the best government on earth, by a 
set of political blacklegs ? We beliove that 
before long the southern people will rise en 
masse against their tyrants and swing them 
up to the first tree. Let the southern ne- 
gro-oligarchy beware of the white insurrec- 
tion, which probably is near at hand.—

Dreadful Cataatropbc—-Six Women 
Trampled to Death. 


We regret to announce a shocking loss 


of hurnaii life in the public Btreeta, last 
night, daring the illuminations in honor of 
the royal marriage. Aboat a quarter past 
7 o'clock there was a fearful crash in the 
mob in front of the Mansion honae. The 
screams and shrieks of the men and women 
were described aa appalling. "A number 
of persons were trampled down, and a con- 
siderable time elapsed before their fats 
could be ascertained. The Lord Mayor 
and Lady Mayoress witnessed the catastro- 
phe from the decorated ~ balcony of the 
Mansion house, but nothing could be done, 
so great was the rush. Police-constable 
Henley, 485, got hold of one of the fallen 
women, and with difficulty.got her out. 
Life, however, was extinct. She had been 
trampled to death. She has since been 
identified as Charlotte Donagaa, aged 22, 
wife of William Donagan, of Fort street 
Spita6elds. As the body of the woman 
was being conveyed to the Bow-lane police 
station, a child, 12 months old, was bronght 
in by a man, who stated that it had been 
thrown into a court at the Mansion house. 
It proved to be the child of the poor wo- 
man. How its life was saved is a miracle.

From the great social 
revolutions in Russia, so nobly and gener- 
ously as far as we can judge, introduced 
by the Czars, we hope to see great results 
for the honor of divine truth and the wel- 
faro of men. Should wo be disappointed 
in thia, it ia at laast a subject for universal 
joy,-that there ia .a great empire where 
millions are free to-day who a. month ago 
were serfs.

clad and two rams might be sent down to 
him, antioi mting danger from below, Tho 
rams Lancaster and Switzerland were or- 
dered down by General Ellet, with picked 
crews, The former was commanded by 
Lieut.

The report that they have been reinforced 


by 2000 infantry is not probable, but it true 
will not change the result.

During their brief occupation, the rebels 
stole cows, young mulea, calves, Ac., and 
broke open stores aud pillaged them of ev- 
erything Ibey could carry away. Bolts of 
ribbon, patterns of dresses, collars, silks, 
cloths, (.I'c., were found on the prisoners 
sent in thia morning, some 33 in number. 
The balance of the stolen cattle have all 
been recovered.

Tine Rtrolutiou in Poland. 


-The following proclamation by Gen. Lftn- 


giewicz, dated March 10th, has been pub- 
lished, and it baa produced a prodigious 
effect: 


CotrxTBYMEH:—In the name of the Most 


High, the most patriotic sons of Poland 
have commenced a struggle, caused by ter- 
rible abuses, and directed against the eter- 
nal enemies of liberty and civilization. 


Notwithstanding the extremely unfavor- 


able circumstances in which the enemy, by 
a great increase of oppression, hastened us 
Into an armed conflict, we have every reason 
lo believe that we shall triumph in this great 
struggle for liberty and independence. 


Tho struggle commenced by an unarmed 


people has already lasted two months, and 
gains strength and develops itself with- en- 
trgy, in the presence of this war, to the 
death—in the presence of the massacres, 
the pillage and conflagrations which mark 
the progress of the enemy. 


Poland feels painfully the absence of a 


central power, capable of directing the 
forces engaged in the struggle, and of sum- 
moning new associations to the field. 


Although tho nation possesses more ca- 


pable and worthy citizens than myself, and 
although I am thoroughly conscious of tho 
heavy duties of tho office, and the weight 
of the responsibility which it involves, yet 
the gravity and necessity of the moment 
have decided me, after consultation with 
the provisional government, to assume the 
supreme power of Dictator, which I shall 
surrender to the representatives of the na- 
tion as soon as the yoke of the Muscovite 
ia shaken off. 


While retaining the immediate direction 


of military operations in my own hands, 1 
recognize the necessity of eatablishiug a 
civil government, whose functions will be 
regulated by a special ordinance, the work 
of the provisional government. 


I confirm tho principles of liberty aud 


equality to all citizens granting land tolhe 
peasants with indemnity to tho proprietors. 


Poles of all provinces beneath the yoke 


of the Muscovite I summon to the struggle 
against the dominion of Russian barbar- 
ism. 
Come one, come all—the liberty of 


Poland must be achieved. 


The concord of all citizens, irrespective 


of all classes, of religions, of communities, 
one and all making sacrifices for the com- 
mon cause, will give to us such unity and 
strength as will render our now scattered 
forces terrible to the enemy and insure the 
independence of our county. 


To arms ! to arms! to arms I for the 


liberty and independence of our father- 
land.

The man 
who at any time feeli that he would rejoice 
at the defeat of the government, in any of 
its measures, to accomplish this great par- 
amount object, is treading closely npon the 
narrow path which separates him from 
treason. Whatever would please Jeff. Da- 
ti« and his followers may be, pretty certain- 
ly, set down as more or less treasonable. 
A man, throwing off partizanship, and ex- 
amining himself closely and candidly, can 
tell whether he is a traitor or not. He does 
not need any one to tell him what he is. 
He may, if he will, know himself. It is 
certain that Jeff. Davis intends to divide 
and therefore destroy .this government. 
Are you helping him in any way ? Do you 
in your daily talk influence ths public mind, 
in favor of the government and against 
Jeff. Davis? 


Begin with the froclamation of Free- 


dom—do yon oppose it ? So does Jeff. Da- 
Tifl. He does^so because he sees that if 
the slaves cease to raisa food for him and 
his army he must fail, and the old govern- 
ment will be victorious. He knows, too, 
that these slaves can fight, and that they 
are likely to be against him. 
Why should 


a loyal man unite with Davis in opposing 
this? 
We cannot see his justification. 


Let slavery and anti-slavery be cast aside. 
Let democracy and republicanism be for- 
gotten, and the question asked, how shall 
we weaken the rebels ? Would not a sen- 
Bible man, deciding npon purely military 
principles, decide at once to use these slaves 
to the best advantage for the overthrow of 
the rebellion ? We think the conclusion 
evidently in favor of the proclamation. All 
loyal men, therefore, (if the conclusion is 
just,) should favor it. 


So in regard to the conscription. It is 


certain that the -war cannot be prosecuted 
without meo. Those who oppose the draft 
are doing what pleases Jeff. Davia. 
He 


would be glad to learn that no more men 
are to be sent to the Union army. Can a 
man be entirely loyal who opposes the draft, 
or throws difficulties in the way of its exe- 
cution ? Let every man look into his own 
heart and see why he opposes this necessa- 
ry law, and thereby aids the rebels. All 
measures necessary to the prosecution of 
the war will receive the support of loyal 
men. 
The success of the government in 


the war is the vital point. 
Whoever aids 


the government in this is loyal, and who- 
ever does not helps the rebels. 


PASSPORTS IJT WISCOSSI.N*.—F. W. Sew- 


ard, assistant secretary of state, has written 
a letter in which he states that bonds are 
not now required from citizens applying 
for passports in those states which have 
furnished their complement of militia to 
serve for nine months, and he accordingly 
furnishes passports for Wisconsin withoat 
requiring bonds, signifying that this state 
has furnished its entire complement. Mr, 
Sewerd's letter is dated on the 2d. 


MILWAUKEE GBAIH MARKET.—The total 


wheat trade of Milwaukee for 1862 com- 
prised 17,440,926 bushels, while that of 
Chicago was but 15,834,018 bushels—near- 
ly two millions bushels less.

hare suggested the idea of the emancipa- 
tion proclamation by their hostility to it.

-The following proclamation by Gen. Lan 
giewicz, dated March 10th, has been pub 
lished, and it hag produced a prodigious 
effect: 


COUJTTRTMEK :—In the name of the Most 


High, the most patriotic sons of Poland 
have commenced a struggle, caused by ter 
rible abuses, and directed against the eter 
nal enemies of liberty and civilization. 


Notwithstanding the extremely unfavor- 


able circumstances in which the enemy, by 
a great increase of oppression, hastened us 
Into an armed conflict, toe have every reason 
to believe that tee shall triumph in this great 
struggle for liberty and independence. 


Tha struggle commenced by an unarmec 


people has already lasted two months, anc 
gains strength and develops itself with en 
trgy, in the presence of this war, to the 
death—in the presence of the massacres 
the pillage and conflagrations which mark 
the progress of the enemy. 


Poland feels painfully the absence of a 


central power, capable of directing the 
forces engaged in the struggle, and of sum- 
moning new associations to the field. 


Although the nation possesses more ca- 


pable and worthy citizens than myself, and 
although I am thoroughly conscious of the 
heavy duties of the office, and the weight 
of the responsibility which it involves, yet 
the gravity and necessity of the momenl 
have decided me, after consultation with 
the provisional government, to assume the 
supreme power of Dictator, which I shall 
surrender to the representatives of the na- 
tion as soon as the yoke of the Muscovite 
is shaken off. 


While retaining the immediate direction 


of military operations in my own hands, ] 
recognize the necessity of establishing a 
civil government, whose functions will be 
regulated by a special ordinance, the work 
of the provisional government. 


I confirm the principles of liberty and 


equality to all citizens granting land to the 
peasants with indemnity to the proprietors. 


Poles of all provinces beneath the yoke 


of the Muscovite I summon to the struggle 
against the dominion of Russian barbar- 
ism. 
Come one, come all—the liberty of 


Poland must be achieved. 


The concord of all citizens, irrespective 


of all classes, of religions, of communities, 
one and all making sacrifices for the com- 
mon cause, will give to us such unity and 
strength as will render our now scattered 
forces terrible to the enemy and insure the 
independence of our county.
